Teacher Association, called for the purpose of 
electing officers and committees, had to be post¬ 
poned, as in the opinion of those present, the 
meeting was not sufficiency representative to 
proceed with business of^such importance.

The answer to this pessimistic outlook rests 
entirely with those whose interest ought to be 
connected with the Asseciation and its objects. 
Tkey must decide whether this newly born com¬ 
munal institution shall lapse into death with its 
first breath or whether it will grew into the 
health and vigour it deserves. 

For the enlightenment of such as have not 
yet made themselves familiar with this new or¬ 
ganization let us say that its main motive is to 
bring into social contact the life of theoommun- 
ity on the one hand and the school on the other 
There are many bypaths from this main road 
but fundamentally it is to form a link between 
the two spheres of our village life, something 
which will connect us with the life and ways of 
the school and its teachers and scholars, and to 
bring us into closer touch with the educational 
efforts which are being made for the children. 

There are dozens of arguments which might 
be advanced in support of the Association, but 
the main one is that there devolves upon all of 
us a certain amount of duty in interesting our¬ 
selves in the scholastic welfare of the coming 
Canada, and it cannot be said that we have ful¬ 
filled that duty until we do exhibit an interest 
in this matter. Our legacy to the children is,or 
should be, good education just as much as dollars 
and centi or a quarter section. Certain it is 
that many of us are not neglecting the latter 
benificenm; are we fulfilling the former ? 

If we are not, the Parent-Teacher Associa¬ 
tion opens up one of the avenues for so doing,if 
we are, the Association affords stimulating 
methods of furthering the good work. It should 
therefore be the duty, not only of parents, but 
of everyone interested in the Canada of tomor¬ 
row to turn eut to the meeting in the Oddfel- 
' lows hall on Friday evening and give a helping 
hand. Nothing can be lost and much can be 
gained.

In reading the reply of Germany to the 
Papa^ note oa the peace question one becomes 
more than ever aware Of the duplicity of the 
august sovereign in whose hands the reason for 
the present turmoil rests. With one hand he 
grasps an olive branch on which he gazes lov¬ 
ingly, and ever and anon waves in the direction 
of the Vatican^ in the other he holds a scourge 
with which he proposes to whip into submission 
every man, woman and child who does not bow 
the knee to German autocracy as represented 
In himself, the Kaiser. 

These two sides to his character are not 
wanting of expansion, they have been apparent 
since the war began. But it is significant that 
at the very time when he is making all kinds of 
gentle unassuming protestations of a desire for 
peaoe *.o the Pope, the Allied governments 
should be probing into his newly revealed per¬ 
fidy as ?et forth in the recent adventures of one 
Count Luxburg. and the Swedish embassy. And 
yet it is a mistake to imagine that this dual 
porsonality is displayed merely by chance and 
that now we can say ‘At last we have caught 
you’, for it has been displayed ever since our 
hostile dealngs with him commenced, and 
doubtless it will last as long as he will. The

NATURAL RESOURCES 

FOR THE PROVINCE 


As a result of the food short¬ 
age arising out of war conditions 
three prairie provinces are likely 
to secure control of a portion of 
the natural resources. It is al¬ 
together probable that, owing to 
the action of the food controller, 
the control of certain lakes in 
Alberta,Saskatchewan and Man¬ 
itoba will be transferred at his 
request from the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment to the province. The 
fish committee is now discussing 
witllThe provincial authorities a 
plan by which the*provinces will 
conduct the fisheries as a public 
enterprise, including the annual 
catch, by organizing and equipp¬ 
ing fishing fleets for the lakes, 
distributing the catch by rapid 
transit and providing for the re¬ 
plenishing of the waters. 

The suggestion has been made 
that the three provinces should 
work together in handling the 
fish. Such co-operation is all the

enable the Americans to obtain 
their usual supply and to avoid a 
reduction of our export trade.” I 


An Alberta farmer, living 
south of Calgary, insured his 
crop against hail early in the 
season. He was hailed out and 
collected 90 per cent, of his pol¬ 
icy. The crop started to come 
up afterwards and he again in¬ 
sured. He was hailed out the 
second time And collected anoth¬ 
er 90 per cent. This same crop 
has been threshed out and 
brought ten bushels to the acre, 
which sold for $2 a bushel on the 
Calgary market.

The world’s wheat crop this 
year for the principal countries 
which have reported, including 
the United States, is 1,665,489,- 
000 bushels, an increase of 3.3 
per cent over 1916, according to 
reports from the Instituteot Ag¬ 
riculture at Rome, made public 
today. The world’s barley crop 
is 464,289,000, an increase of 2.4 
per cent; the rye crop 89,950,00 
bushels, increase of 10.7 percent, 
the oats crop 1,995,504.000 bush¬ 
els, an increase of 25.3 per cent. 

The total production of wheat 
in Spain, France, Scotland, Ire¬ 
land, Switzerland, Canada and 
the United States, India, Japan 
and Algeria is given as 1,665,488- 
000 bushels, or 103 per cent of 
last year’s production in the same 
countries, and 87 per cent of their 
five-year average. 

The production of rye in Spain, 
Ireland, Switzerland, Canada and 
the United States is 89,950,000 
bushels, 111 per cent of 1916 and 
157 per cent of five year average 

The production of barley in the 
same countries as for rye, plus 
Scotland, Japan and Algeria, is 
464,289,000 bushels, 102 per cent 
of the five year average.

Synopsis of Canadian North* 
west Land Regulations 

THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, who waa at Ihe 
commencement of the present war, and 
haa since continued to be, a British sub¬ 
ject or a subject of an allied or neutral 
country, may homestead a qnarter-sec- 
tion of available Dominion Land in Man¬ 
itoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta. Appli¬ 
cant tn 11 st appear in person at Dominion 
Lands Agency or Snb-Agencv for Dis¬ 
trict. Entry by proxy may be made on 
certain conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence upon and cultivation of laud in 
each of three*years. 

In certain districts a homesteader may 
secure an adjoining quarter-section as 
pre-emption. Price 83.00 per aero . 
buries— Reside six months in each S.J 
three years after earning homestead pat¬ 
ent and cultivate 60 acres extra. May 
obtain pre-emption patent as soon as 
homestead patent on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining homestead 
patent, if he cannot si c ire a pre eniption, 
may take a purchased homestead in cer¬ 
tain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Mnst 
reside six months in eacli of three years, 
cultivate 50 acres and erect a house worth 
$800 00 .. 

Holders of entries may connt time of 
employment as farm laliourera in Canada 
during 1917, aa residence duties under 
certain conditions. 

When Dominion fjinde are adverti ed 
or posted for entry, ret limed soldiers who 
have served overseas and have been hon¬ 
ourably discharged, receive one day pri. 
ority in • pp'ying for entry at local Agents 
Office (I lot Sub-Agency). Discharge 
papers n as be presented to Agent.
